"MOSQUITO INLET WILL NOT BE IMPROVED." 
The above heading with but few additional remarks appeared in 
the 


Jacksonville Times-Union September, 6, 1913. 


Until the full report of the secretary of war to congress on Mosquito 


inlet is received, we do not think it advisable to discuss this decision 
either pro or con. But at this time It might be wise to see why the inlet 
should be opened to deep eea vessels. First, what commerce could be 
expected to pass through; second, what the settlement of the surround- 
ing country Is; third, what its prospects are; fourth, what arteries can 
be drawn on to supply this port with Its freight and to distribute freight 
throughout this section of the state. 


First. The committee sent to Washington to appear before the board 


of army engineers presented statistics of freight from Volusia, Brevard, 
Orange, Semlnole and Osceola counties, upwards of a million and a half 
tons. It was not necessary to extend beyond this limit feeling that here 
was sufficient commerce to warrant the expenditure of the necessary 
money, and this territory will all be entirely tributary to tblSjfiprt once 
it is opened.

Second. Surrounding New Smyrna lies one of.Jhe most densely set- 


tled and highly productive sections of the state of Florida. Within a ra- 
dius of 100 miles of this point there were, according to the last gov- 
ernment census, over 198,000 people. There are at least 300,000 today 
in this same territory and if New Smyrna is any crlterin of the whole, 
the population exceeds 400,000. This great army of people live In 
the 


main trucking and fruit growing belt, and are producers of highly per- 
ibhable freight which must be handled with care and dispatch, to be pro- 
fitable to the producer and In the best of condition for the northern con- 


Yet there is no outlet for this produce except it be hauled 
to 


the extreme northern part of the state. 


From Jacksonville the schedule run to New York City by fast freight 


s 72 hours, and by ocean going steamer Is also 72 hours, with this ad- 
\antage for the steamer, there is no congestion of traffic enroute and 
Hie cargo is rarely behind time. Whereas, during the time of year when 
tire great bulk of fruit and vegetables is being shipped, and it is essen- 
tial to the shipper as well'.as the cpnsumer that he has 
prompt ser- 


e, the congestion by rail becomes* 


=o serious that perishable freight Is 
not infrequently ten, 12 or 15 days 
and has been three Weeks enroute, 
with the result that the shipper often 
loses his shipment in part or as a 
whole and furthermore is called on 
to pay the freight. 
While the con- 


suiner in the north is either served 
with an inferior article or must pay 
«n excessive price because of 
its 


scarcity as a result of the decay of 
the shipment. 


How can this condition be over- 


come? By opening Mosquito 
Inlet 


to deep sea vessels. New Smyrna Is 
the seaport center of this producing 
belt just described. It Is also practi- 
cally the same distance by water as 
Jacksonville from northern 
ports. 


Then why pay the additional freight 
to some other point just as far away 
from market? With this port open- 
«) the congestion would be relieved, 
lo a large extent at least. The ship- 
tier would have the satisfaction 
of

•i profit. The consumer would get a 


i class product and as a result of

professor of surgery In the medical 
department of the University of New 
York, Fellow of the New York Acad- 
emy of Medicine, etc., and an author 
of medical works, says of Florida:

It Is often 
said, for Instance, that malarial fevers 
prevail to a greater extent in Flor- 
ida than in other states/because the 
air Is constantly loaded with mephitic 
vapors. But the truth Is that inter- 
mittent and remittent fevers In Flor- 
ida are a milder type, ran their course 
quicker, and are attended by less mor- 
tality than Is the case in any other 
state in the union. These facts were 
ascertained by Surgeon General Law- 
son, who found that in the northern 
section of this country one In every 
54 oases of remittent fever proved 
fatal; In the central sections, one In

Secretary Hamilton of New Smyrna Board of Trade Gives 


Some Reasons Why This Action Would Boost 


Progress in Central Florida.

"MOSQUITO INLEt WILL NOT BE IMPROVED." 
The above heading with but few additional remarks appeared In 
the 


Jacksonville Times-Union September, 8, 1913. 


Until the full report of the eecretary of war to congress on Mosquito 


Inlet Is received, we do not think It advisable to discuss thia decision 
•either pro or con. But at this time It might be wise to see why the inlet 
ehould be opened to deep eea vessels. First, what commerce could be 
expected to pass through; second, what th« settlement of the surround- 
ing country is; third, what its prospects are; fourth, what arteries can 
be drawn on to supply this port with its freight and to distribute freight 
throughout this section of the state. 


First. The committee sent to Washington to appear before the board 


of army engineers presented statistics of freight from Volusia, Brevard, 
Orange, Semlnole and Osceola counties, upwards of a million and a half 
tons. It was not necessary to extend beyond this limit feeling that here 
was sufficient commerce to warrant the expenditure of the necessary 
money, and this territory will all be entirely tributary to tlils>fprt once 
it is opened. It Is not to be expected that all th&t- tonnage JwJllV,, pass 
.through Mosquito inlet, for a part of it is local .freight,, but the larger 
part of the out-going freight and practically «U 
of, .the inbound 
freight 


-would pass this way. You ask 
why? In answer^we will take up the 


Second. Surrounding New Smyrna lies one of .{he most densely set- 


tled and highly productive sections of the state of Florida. Within a ra- 
dius of 100 miles of this point there were, according to the last gov- 
ernment census, over 198,000 people. There are at least 300,000 today 
in this same territory and if New Smyrna is any criterin of the whole, 
the population exceeds 400,000. This great army of people live in 
the 


main trucking and fruit growing belt, and are producers of highly per- 
ibhable freight which must be handled with care and dispatch, to be pro- 
fitable to the producer and in the best of condition for the northern con- 
aiimer. Yet there is no outlet for this produce except it be hauled 
to 


the extreme northern part of the state. 


From Jacksonville the schedule run to New York City by fast freight 


is 72 hours, and by ocean going steamer is also 72 hours, with this ad- 
lantage for the steamer, there is no congestion of traffic enroute and 
Hie cargo is rarely behind time. Whereas, during the time of year when 
Hie great bulk of fruit and vegetables is being shipped, and it is essen- 
tial to the shipper as well',a,s the cpnsumer that he has 
prompt ser- 


\ice, the congestion by rail becomes* 
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$1.50 a Year

so serious that perishable freight is 
not infrequently ten, 12 or 15 days 
and has been three Weeks enroute, 
with the result that the shipper often 
loses his shipment in part or as a 
whole and furthermore is called on 
to pay the freight. 
While the con- 


suiner In the north is either served 
with an inferior article or must pay 
«u excessive price because of 
its 


scarcity as a result of the decay of 
the shipment. 


How can this condition be over- 


come? By opening Mosquito 
Inlet 


to deep sea vessels. New Smyrna Is 
the seaport center of this producing 
licit just described. It is also practi 
cally the same distance by water as 
Jacksonville from northern 
ports. 


Then why pay the additional freight 
to some other point just as far away 
from market? With this port open-

It may nave attained the 


size of matured fruit and it may be 
jjraniaturel.v colored, but it is 
im- 


possible th.u il should nave at 
ilate the l'hi\or that has jiiven 
the 


Florida fruit it* pre-eminent fame. 


At tlie last session of the legisla- 


ture the act of which so much uas 
hoped was adopted; it was engineer- 
ed by the friends of the industry and 
opposacl by all tile influences 
that 


liave heretofore stood tor 
guerilla 


methods in conducting fruit market- 
Ing. 
The opposition was apparently 


overcome—but it obtained all that it 
wanted, and in the very terms 
of 


the act Itself. The requirements of 
the act in regard to tssts of matur- 
ity, etc., were all In place—but they 
were all emasculated and rendered 
nugatory by the slipping in of 
a 


"little Joker" at the last moment, an 
innocent-appearing 
little joker that 


the uninltated would not have 
sus- 


pected 
of sinister designs and that 


deceived many of the very elect; we 
mean the "half colored" clause as a 
supplementary test for ripeness. 


This mischievous clause complete- 


ly neutralizes the effect of the other 
prescribed tests and does away with 
tl»2 entire protective effect of 
the 


legislation so long worked for and so 
enthusiastically greeted. 


We have seen many thousands of 


boxes ,of both oranges and grapefruit 
shipped that were much more than 
half colored, were of full size, 
yet 


were so acid that you could not keep 
your face straight while eating one. 
There will be thousands of boxes of 
just such fruit going forward 
from 


the state within the next 
several 


weeks. They wi 
ance with the letter of the "half-col- 
ored" test, yet they will help along 
the nefarious work of spoiling 
the 


market for another season and fur- 
ther the already 
half-accomplished 


task of permanently ruining the repu- 
tation of Florida fruit. 


As mischievous as is this cleverly 


concealed "little joker," its presence 
in an otherwise admirable bill is due 
to the pernicious activity of a man 
who is perhaps as deeply interested 
in the prosperity of the citrus indus- 
try as any other man on the west 
coast and who has heretofore accom- 
plished as much as almost any other 
man for the protection of that indus- 
try. It is difficult to fathom his mo- 
tive in promoting this 
exceedingly 


mischievous piece of legislation. 


The more that we observe of the 


acre, and would pay very handsome 
dividends on this 
amount. Cattle, 


horses, sheep, goats and hogs would 
thrive on this land at least ten months 
in the year without feeding. 
The 


land is now owned by foreign corpor- 
ations or non-residents, to a _. very 
large extent, it is assessed at only

cents revenue in taxes. The owners 
refuse to sell the land except in tracis 
of thousands of acres. The 
land 


was originally owned by the state and 
was given away by legislatures to 
build railroads that now hold up the 
donors for all they can. The land 
was stolen from the people, givjn 
to corporatlons,and now the people 
can't get it back. In this the board 
of county commissioners are aiding 
by their low assessments. If 
the 


land were assessed at a reasonable 
figure in proportion to the 
amount 


demanded for it in larger tracts, the 
owners would soon see that it would 
pay them to sell it. to develop it. or 


be in strict compli-J to let oth'ers develop It. Every acre 


of this land, when held in tracts larg- 
er than 100 or 200 acres, should be 
assessed at $10.00 per acre. If the 
board of county commissioners will 
adopt a wise, progressive policy in 
assessing these lands, they will soon 
be under cultivation—they will soon 
be bringing in to the county in taxes 
from $1 to $3 an acre per year. The 
man who owns a little orange grove, 
or a home, _ or a stock of goods, is 
assessed to the limit, while the rich 
corporation which owns hundreds of 
thousands of acres of land that th° 
people cannot buy, is let off 
with 


scarcely any tax whatever. It iMi't 
right. It isn't just to the man who 


trying to do something for him- 


may be necessary to fill any exist- 
ing vacancy. If a Board of Public 
Works shall be organized, there shall 
also be elected one member thereof 
at each annual election subsequent to 
such organization.

For nearly two hours he waited stay 
Ing with the boat with great difficul- 
ty until finally Captain Finer came in 
sight and saw his signals of distress. 
Dark was fast falling and it is believ 
ed that had he not been rescued, he

Secretary New Smyrna Board of Trade 
'In days of old, when Knights were bold, 
And Barons held their sway" 
a smalt party of people, men, women 
and children, sailed through Mosquito 
inlet and landed on the green shores 
of the now famous Indian river. The 
baron in this case was Dr. Andrew 
Turnbuli, and the people accompany- 
ing him were his slaves. From time 
to time his colony grew, as boat load 
after boat load of new slaves entered 
the inlet and tied up on the shores 
of his domain, until it numbered many 
mndred^. 
He found here the remains of a for- 


mer civilization of which be 
knew 


two more in prospect; with steamers 
again running on the river both north 
and south, all centering at this point 
from a vast productive tributary terri 
tory; with upwards of a million toni 
of freight to handle, the time has ar 
riven when the needs of the people 
again demand the opening of Mosquito 
inlet to ocean-going vessels.

est Africa, but were white people of his 
own race, 
people of wealth, refine 


ment and education, gathered Irani 
the Islands of the Mediterranean, sup 
posedly under contract to participate 
with the doctor in the development of 
this new cour.try and to share in its 
productiveness Once at sea and aead- 
ed for their new home, they *ere 
thrown into chains, compelled to ngn 
away all property and personal rights, 
and arrl\ed in this new and slonoi's 
land in abject slavery. But like all 
fraunds his bubble burst. The thou- 
sands of acres then under cultivation 
again grew up to forest and blotted 
! from view his attempt at colonization

Years passed by, and white 
man 


again floated down the east coast and 
'entered Mosquito inlet The country 
•was fair to see 
The dense tropical 


I growth proved to his mind that this 
I was a fertile land. 
This time the 
cruelty of the former slavery was un 
[known and the settlement grew, slow 
to be sure, but nevertheless certainly 
Again forests were cleared and fields 
planted and the community grew and 
prospered 
With the advancement of civilization 


and the accompanying clearing and 
building, the remains of the former 
civilization again came to light 
The 


old Spanish mission and the rock 
house, which Turnbuli found upon bis 
first arrival, were uncovered from the 
forest, though within the last few 
years the latter has disappeared to 
serve another purpose in the march of 
progress. The ruins of Turnbull's set- 
tlement are here today. Many founda- 
tions of former buildings are found 
throughout the present town, the re- 
mains of his indigo vats, and last, but 
not least, the miles of drainage canals 
which were dug by white women 
slaves under black overseers. 


Ocean-going ships arrived and de- 


parted through Mosquito inlet bearing 
their cargoes to and from this land 
of promise. 
Next came the 
narrow thread of 
steel crawling down the east coast and 
with the advent of the modern railroad 
the port fell into disuse and was aban- 
doned 
Settlers came from the north 


and tilled the fertile acres, producing 
anything that can be grown in any sim- 
ilar clime 
Thus grew the town and 


surrounding country. 


Today the historic old town is wide 


awake 
The ring of hammer, saw and 


mason's trowel are continuously heard 
on every side. The little town has 
roused from its long sleep, and grow- 
ing into the vigor of young manhood, 
begins to appreciate the vast possibil- 
ities the future holds in store for it 
Within the last three years the public 
school enumeration has increased 146 
per cent, many brick buildings have 
been added to tbe business section of 
the town, many handsome residences 
built. Hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars of northern money have been ex- 
pended, 
both 
if. 
providing 
winter 


homes and in opening up unimproved 
land to sUtlement and cultivation. 
Hundreds of thousands of acres of val- 
uable land still lie idle awaiting tbe 
arrival of more settlers who are com- 
ing by hundreds every year. 
Here we have no severe winter to 


stop all vegetable growth, and as a 
result. Instead of raising one crop a 
year as is the custom in the north, we 
raise three or four or even five crop* 
on the same ground in one twelve 
months.
